In postwar Europe the interest in Cor- 
sia is alinost unique, Lafe has under- 
fone comparatively slight changes, No 
new boundary touches the people, nor any 
change of governmental control or m1- 
tionality. Corsican mountain lads fought 
splendidly on the fields of Frince and 
4yo,o00 of them, out af a population of 
less than 300,000, gave their lives for “la 
belle patie’: but no treaty resulting from 
the war affected the immer lite of the 
Corsicin people, An excess-prahits tix 
unknown to the thousands who, always 
living with a minimum of effort, have 
never known what capital and surplus are. 

The movement toward the cities, so 
striking elsewhere, has affected Corsica 
litte. The largest of its industries hires 
but a handful of men. Beyond thé coasts 
there are only three towns that have a 
population of more than 3,000, and the 
thousand or so inhabitants credited by the 
census to a single village are really di- 


vice aLTVLITaye sever hamlets, included 
under one noun but scattered about the 
hillside in a fashion which reveals sepa- 
ratist tendencies even in town affairs, 
By following the coast we shall see 
mest of the Jarger villages of the tshind 
and by eo much lose sight of the true 
Corsican, who looks down in a real as 
well as-a@ figurative sense on those who 
live mn what to him are croweled citres.

Life on a Fox Farm Off the Coast of Alaska, Far from 
Contact with the World Eleven Months a Year

N these days of congested popnlation, 
Tapil transit, telegraph “aad radia 
CONNECTIONS, it is hard to imagine 


people living in sialitatle ike that of 
Robinson Crasoe, Yet this here, ao nmch 
admired by youthful readers of an earlier 

decade, was no farther from neighbors 
thar: are the dwellers of tevlay on a cet- 
tam land im the North Pacific. 

Middleton Island fies 160 miles off the 
detthern const of Alaska, almost due 
south of Cordova, i town OF 1,000 inhali- 
tants, Prom no paint in its area of a 
itie less than eight square miles is there 
anyihing to be seen except limitless sea 
anil aky. 

The Fidian niine for the island, Achaka 
or Achatson (which sounds very like a 
seme) means “The Harborless.” It is 
a desenptive title, for mm all the shore line 
there is mo safe anchorage for boats of 
any sutt. 





Steamers having business at Middleton 


must stay well outside of the dead) line of 
crishing surf which surrounds it nearly 
every day of the year, and take the hizrrd 
of sending in. smull boat. Rarely can 
the occupants of such beats reach the 
shore: without m therough drenching, 41 
nothing worse happens tu them, Mure 
than once a schooner, after a day of more 
af standing by, has been obiliged to wig- 
watt a disappomtet farewell ane) depart 
without having aecamplished her errand.

Callers-at the island are few and far

THE ISLAND [5 IDEAL FOR FOX BREETING 

The breeding of blue foxes in captivity 
is tit an easy undertaking, owing to the 
extreme shyness of the fox fannly. They 
do net readily grow accustomed tm man, 
but generally have the attitude of wild 
‘animals on the defensive. A mother fox, 
when alarmed, has been kitwwn ty kill 
her offspring on the instant, and the con- 
stant nerveusiess of the animals even 
aifects the quality of the ‘fur. 

Qn the island the foxes are unaware 
of being prisoners, as they mam freely; 
so they rear their young in the natural 
way, double their number: annually, and 
produce skins of preat beauty. 

The blue fox has a long-haired fur, of 
a soft pray tone at the ends of the hairs, 
shading to a dill blue close to the pelt. 
An average price im the London market 
is Sos, while exceptionally fine: skins 
may bring 3375. | 

The chief duty of the fox farmer is to 
provide and datly distritmte fresh food 
for his charges, at stations scattered 
about the island, espactmaily during the 
winter months.

Climatic conditions on Middleton are

“Any time after April 15 we look 
eagerly forthe return of the Sea Pigeons, 
Pafhns, Guillemots, Cormorants, and 
Terns, all of which lireed on the island. 
They nest in colonies, cach apecies by tt- 
self, on the ledges of the cliffs. Many are 
the trapedies which occur here among the 
feathered folk, Besides the depredations 
of the foxes, they are exposed to storms, 
which often cause toms of earth to go 
crashing into the sea, carrying down egys 
and baby tires. 

“We find it most amusing ti watch the 
curios ways of our bird neighbors, par- 
ticularly the Sea Pigeon; he is quite 
friendly ane does mot fetir ts, although 
he has a comical bobit when disturbed of 
orchng about above the nest, crying dis- 
tractedly, “Lowk ar that! Tonk at that!" 

“There has been a rumor that the Gow- 
ernment will make Middleton a bird 
sanctuary, Much as we love the birds, we 
do not favor the sugeestion, for it would 
mean that we and our foxes must seek 
another abiding place; it would Ue dhifii- 
colt to find one as suitable to fox-ranng 
as this, in the points of size, location, and 
climate,

“Although astronomical knowledge ts 
not among our acitirements, we greatly 
enfoy the study of these northern heavens 
on clear nights. By the middle of August 
there is stfficient darkness to bring out 
the glowing beauty of the stars, which 
secin very close to the earth, and the full 
moon of this month is a great, hominis 
orb, as Vvellow as an orange.

But the olf oorder is changing Ab 
though the northern people are less oro 
gressive than their seuthern brothers, 
even among them modern industries are 
fradually springing op, Perhaps none of 
these mfant industries has had a more 

hencmennd growth than that of making 
aairnets, which now pives employtment 
TH thotsands whe are piriwiding these 
articles for millions of women in: Amer- 
ica and Enirope, 

Although the industry wis introduced 
in China hy the Germans only 15. years 
apo, in 120 more than 146,000,000 hnir- 
nets were shipped to America from 4 
single Chinese city, and the total annual 
exports of this preduer are valued at more 
than 310,000,000, 7

The great famine of 1940-21 (was o 
hiessing ™m disguise to mony a) Sverth 
China: hoeidh, When relief workers m- 
vestigated conditions and began to look 
around for wavs to gid the destitute peo 
ple in helping themselves, amany learned 
for the first time of the lhairnet metistry, 
which was spreading ranidly in Shantung. 
Money was obtained and in sotne cases 
iomied is capital te trustworthy Chinese, 
who formed companies for promoting the 
industry in the fanitne-stricken regions. 
Tn other places; companies were already 
working m the famine areas and they 
cooperated with the relel workers, 

When these workers had foun) 60 or 
vs girls who needed help, anormal class 
ith  athgull se Was organized, ()f 
course, these girls could not provide their 
own food while away from home, but the 
relief committees were gind to assume 
that responsibility, and the hairnet com- 
panics furnished teachers free of charge. 

It usually took about a2 month for a 
class to graduate, and $1.50 would cover 
all expenses far a girl during her poricel 
of instruction, She was then in a posi- 
tion to go back home and hecome a wage- 
earner instead of a burden to her parents. 
She might not be able to carn many cop- 
pers a day at first, but of she could earn 
seven, even with.grain at famine pies, 
she cold live on that, aod many of them 
did so, 
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OWtentimes girls were found who had 
actually heen sold, or for whose sale ar- 
rangenents were being made, because 
thetr parents fl no way of supporting 
ther. 

It is to these families, especially, that 
the famme was a bleseme m diszurer. 
The girls have a trade now. whether 
famine or fool comes. Se long as 
American and Evropean women demand 
hairnets, the girls will have a means of 
“petting over the days," as they express 
tin the Chinese language, | 

Unfortunately, the feaibciet entnpinies 
de not continue to distribute hair in all 
places where girls who have learned to 
make nets live, In mst eases the com- 
panies will receive only lots of one gross 
or niere, and it takes some of the girls 
nwo oor three weeks to make a. gross. 
Some buvers go from one market place 
to another, just as the barbers do, asic 
lay up nets in small quantities of ess 
than a gross, ‘This makes it possible for 


gitls to sell their nets every few days, 


and the bitvers tie them up in one-gross 
lots and sellte the larger firms,
